Calendula 


Excerpt  from  a paper  by  Prof.  W.  S.  Hall,  delivered  during  “Florists’  Week” 
at  the  University  of  Illinois. 

The  calendula  is  a good  crop  for  either  the  market  grower  or 
the  man  who  retails  his  own  product.  Probably  the  man  who 
grows  and  retads  his  own  stock  makes  the  most  out  of  this 
flower.  . 

The  calendula  is  a handy  crop  to  use  in  rotation  with  others. 
The  early  sown  crop  will  be  pretty  well  cut  down  by  February 
14.  These  plants  will  soon  break  again,  giving  a crop  for  Easter. 
Many  growers  prefer  to  remove  the  old  plants  and  replace  with 
more  calendulas,  sweet  peas  or  some  other  annual  crop  for 
spring.  Calendulas  are  a favorite  crop  to  use  to  follow  ’mums. 
The  carnation  man  can  grow  an  early  crop;  this  will  have  paid1 
for  itself  by  early  January,  and  he  can  then  throw  it  out  as  bench 
space  is  needed  for  young  carnation  stock. 

It  is  important  to  grow  this  crop  cool.  Only  by  doing  this  can 
you  produce  quality  stock  that  will  hold  up  well. 

A ground  bed  will  produce  better  stock  than  a raised  bench. 
Large  flowers  can  be  grown  in  five  or  six  inches  of  soil,  but  the 


stems  are  shorter  when  grown  on  raised  tables.  If  raised  benches 
are  used,  keep  bottom  heat  off;  they  prefer  a cool  soil. 

The  average  retail  grower  will  have  only  limited  use  for  large, 
long-stemmed,  disbudded  stock.  Probably  in  his  case  it  is  best 
not  to  disbud,  but  get  a greater  number  of  medium-sized  flowers 
on  stems  of  medium  length.  On  the  other  hand,  it  will  hardly 
pay  the  grower  for  the  wholesale  market  to  handle  them  this 
way. 

Sometimes  the  complaint  is  heard  that  calendulas  wilt  and  do 
not  keep.  Usually  the  fault  lies  with  the  grower.  Soft  growth 
will  not  hold  up.  High  temperature  and  lack  of  sunshine  are 
in  many  cases  the  cause  of  soft  growth.  If  the  blooms  show  a 
tendency  to  wilt,  the  stems  and  blooms  should  be  wrapped  in  wet 
newspapers  and  plunged  deeply  into  vases  of  water.  It  is  almost 
unbelievable  how  this  will  stiffen  them  up  and  how  long  they 
will  keep  afterwards. 

The  orange  variety  is  the  one  in  greatest  demand.  Gold,  the 
deep  yellow  sort,  also  sells  well.
